Dr. Theodore B. Sachs of Chicago, 


Noted for Fight On Tuberculosis, 


Takes Poison.

Chicago, April 3.—Dr. Theodore B. 
iSachs, for six j'ears president and 
member of the Chicago Municipal Tu- 
berculosis 
sanatorium, 
committed 
suicide Saturday night. He swallowed 
a fatal dose of morphine imd heroin in 
tablet form in the library of the Ed- 
ward sanatorium at Naperville. 
Dr. Sachs wrote a statement ad- 
dressed: "To the people of Chicago." 
It showed liis thoughts to be of the 
Institution which he had labored to 
build up and of the controversy 
.aroused by his resignation as its heact 
less than two years ago. He asked 
that it be protected by the people for 
the sick and the poor. 
Dr. Sachs' body was discovered Sun- 
day morning when he failed to appear 
for breakfast or to respond to calls at 
his door.

MACKENSEN IS NOW 


HERO WITH GERMANS 


Rivals 
Hindenburg as a National 


Hero Because of Service in -the 


Fighting. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
Berlin, 
April 3—It is' .doubtful 


j whether any popular national hero in 


I Germany is in general as little known, 
! either in Germany or abroad, as Gen- 
eral Field Marshal von Mackensen, 
he who was instrumental in driving 
the Russians out of Galicia and to 
whose credit the conquest of Serbia 


Hindenburg, when the war began, 
was an unknown, but this public 
quickly familiarized itself .with every 
detail of his life when his victories of 
Tannenburg 
and 
Masurian 
Lakes 
made him an idol of all Germany. 
Mackensen, 
however, 
Hindenburg'a 
rival for public .affection at present, 
was only a name until the summer ot 
1915, 
and, despite his great reputation, 
is little more now. 
Countless streets all over Germany 
have been named after Hindenburg; 
statues already have been erected to 
mm; 
he is weekly in'' receipt of 
requests to allow the use of his name 
in this or that connection. Macken- 
sen, however, though certainly a rival 
of Hindenburg insofar 
as 
military 
achievements are 
concerned, is still 
far behind him when it comes to 
popular esteem or idolatry. 
Mackensen's pictures, however, are 
to be seen everywhere. They perhaps 
are responsible 
for an impression 
that seems to be almost universal 
that the field marshal is stern and un- 
approachable, whereas the opposite is 
the case. Scarcely any of his innate 
personal characteristics except thai, 
of unusual ability seem to be depict- 
ed on his strenuous features, 
i 
When Mackensen began to tower 
above the other German army leaders, 
by his achievements 
against the 
Russians, and the Kaiser in frequent 
telegraphic messages conferred honor 
after honor on him, it was a matter 
of surprise 
to Germany unfamiliar 
with Mackensen's career that a warm 
personal note should manifest itself 
which had been lacking in earlier 
messages to Hindenburg. 
The surprise came largely from the 
fact that the general public did not 
and to a great extent still does not,, 
know how long-standing and cordial 
are the relations between the Emper- 
or and Mackensen. 
The latter, sur-! 
rendering the command of his Body i 
Guard Hussars years ago, served for 
a long period as the Kaiser's personal 
adjutant, 
and in this position ac- 
companied his chief on the noted trip 
to tbe Holy Land. 
Few know, either, how narrow] v 
Germany missed having Mackensen 
as a great military leader. He is the 
son of a man who in America would 
be rated as a gentleman farmer, and 
himself, was trained 
to take 
his 
father's place. 
Though he emerged : 
from the Franco-Prussian war as a 
reserve lieutenant, 
he 
immediately! 
went back to civil life, in deference to 
his parents' wishes. 
For years he resisted the impulse 
to go back into the army, and fought 
with himself a battle which his most 
enthusiastic biographer describes as a I 
conflict between 
ideal and reality 
His university education, belated be-! 
cause of the war with France, 
was I 
almost concluded, and he was fast be- 
coming in theory at least a farmer

— General Henri Pe- 
tain, the defender of Verdun, is typ- 
ical of the modern French soldier. He 
is just sixty. He received his com- 
mission as second lieutenant In 1878, 
and became a captain in 1890, and a' 
.colonel in 1900. He was a colonel 
when the war began and was going 
to retire. 
General Petain first 
distinguished 
Charleroi in the early days of the war. 
.He became brigadier general and gen- 
eral of division, and rose rapidly to 
his present position. 
He is a curiously modest man and 
hates being photographed. He is im- 
.mensely popular with his men whom 
h.e treats as though they were his own 
children. General Petain is very m'e- 
.thodical and weighs his 
food 
every 


,day, saving that it is as necessary for 
.officers to be in perfect condition as 
.for racehorses. 
Keeping 
in condi- 
tion is his pet mania. He was turned 
out of a flat which he occupied once 
because he insisted on taking half an 
.hour's exercise with a skipping rope 
after his bath every morning. 
The result is that General Petain is 
,as active at sixty as the youngest 
lieutenant in the French army. Quite 
recently in Champagne he 
covered 
four miles at the double at the head

Berlin, April 3.—An idea is current 


in America that the entire German j 
race is mobilized for war. 
The idea, [ 
of course, is quite wrong. More than 
SB per cent of the population is not 
engaged in fighting or in any sort of 
war work. 
Germany really concerns herself iu 


war with the 9,000,000 males of mili- 
tary age. 
Of these it is computed 


that close upon a million are physical- 
ly inefficient for war work, or rentier 
themselves so, or by influence, special 
occupations, etc., obtain exemptions. 


Mobilization is thus connected with 


about 8,000,000 males, or 12 •per cent 
if the entire pipulation. In tnis num- 
ber are included the munition work- 
ers, who in the full swing of war, and 
taking allied trades into account, may 
be set down at 1.000,000.- 
Por the rest of the population "jrar 


sei'ylce is largely a personal affair in 
which the state can do very little be- 
yond seeking to minimize losses and 
sufferings due to dislocation of af- 
fairs.
